And the next premier 

is ... Bitter leadership 
fight nears end with 
party members voting 
starting Friday on one 
of three candidates 


Premier Dave Hancock says 
the Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive caucus will find a way 
to reunite after a leadership 
campaign marred by leaked 
documents and angry ac¬ 
cusations. 

“It is disappointing when 
you see people engaging in 
things which are not help¬ 
ful to the discussion of 
public policy and not help¬ 
ful to the healing process 
afterwards,” Hancock said 
Thursday. 

“(But) we will come 


together. We’ll heal. It’s a 
normal part of the process.” 

Hancock’s days as pre¬ 
mier are winding down. 

Party members begin vot¬ 
ing Friday for one of three 
candidates to become the 
next leader and premier. 

The first round of bal¬ 
loting will be announced 
Saturday night. If none of 
the candidates — Jim Pren¬ 
tice, Ric Mclver or Thomas 
Lukaszulc — wins a major¬ 
ity, the top two finishers 
move to a final run-off vote 
on Sept. 20. 

The race began after Ali¬ 
son Redford quit as premier 
in March amid escalating 
revelations of reckless and 
lavish spending on travel 
and office perks for herself 
and her inner circle. 

Hancock, a veteran Ed¬ 
monton MLA and advanced 
education minister, was se¬ 


lected by the PC caucus to 
head the government dur¬ 
ing the leadership race. He 
said he was picked to right 
the ship and help the gov¬ 
ernment remain focused 
through the turbulent per¬ 
iod. 

“That was what I was 
asked to do, to refocus on 
the things that matter and 
to clean up the things that 
needed to be cleaned up. For 
the most part I think we’ve 
accomplished that,” he said. 

“I hope we’re ready to 
turn it over now to a new 
leader and a new premier 
who will be able to really 
focus on market access (for 
exports), on environmental 
sustainability, (and) on the 
things that really make a 
difference to the long-term 
prospects of this province 
and its people.”

Edmonton sitting on $6M in 
outstanding landscape deposits 


Auditor report. Oldest 
deposit dates to 1978 



RYAN 
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The city has a $1,500 secur¬ 
ity deposit that was handed 
over when Pierre Trudeau was 
prime minister and it’s among 
nearly $6 million in outstand¬ 
ing deposits the city has no firm 
plan for dealing with. 

An audit of the city’s land¬ 
scape security process has 
found 308 deposits that were 
placed in 2007 or earlier and 
still need to be resolved. 

Developers are required to 
landscape new properties to a 
certain level and have to put up 
the deposit, either as cash or as 
letters of credit, so the city can 
do the work if they fail. 

Scott Mackie, manager of 
the city’s current planning 
branch, said in most cases 
the work wasn’t completed, 
but it wouldn’t be possible to 
complete it now and so the 
city doesn’t know what to do 
with the funds. “We can’t give 
the money back, because they 


didn’t comply with it and we 
can’t keep the money because 
it doesn’t belong to us,” he said. 

Mackie said the city didn’t 
have enough landscape inspect¬ 
ors on the job until 2009 to 
keep up with demand, which 
they have since addressed. 

Earlier this year, an audit 
revealed the city was badly 
behind on building permits 
and Mackie said both issues 
are symptoms of a greater 
problem. 

“When we see a boom we 
can’t staff up enough to handle 
the boom and when things 
crash we end up having to cut 
back,” he said. 

Coun. Mike Nickel said he 
sees a really worrying situation 
developing here with one of the 
city’s core services. 

“We’re literally tens of thou¬ 
sands of building inspections 
behind and that’s not even 
counting the building inspec¬ 
tion prior to 2003,” he said. 

Nickel said he intends to 
ask tough questions when the 
report is presented to council¬ 
lors next week. “Do we have a 
crisis in planning or sustainable 
development?” he asked. “This 
is something the city manager 
has to answer.”

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Photo radar. Five-year 
cost is $53M—way above 
$6.7M estimate: Auditor 


The city’s takeover of the 
photo radar program has 
cost $47 million more than 
what was first anticipated 
five years ago. 

A report from the city 
auditor shows that while 
the department initially es¬ 
timated operating costs of 
$6.7 million from 2007 to 
2012, those costs were ac¬ 
tually $53 million. 

The cost overrun hasn’t 
burdened taxpayers, be¬ 
cause the program has 
doubled its fleet of vehicles 
and handed out 423,000 
more tickets than they first 
projected. 

Mayor Don Iveson said 
taking over the system 
might have come at a high¬ 
er cost, but it also means 
the city doesn’t have to 
share the fines with a pri¬ 
vate contractor. 

Iveson said he has no 
reason to believe that the 
higher tickets were there to 
offset the rising costs.

the right signal to speeder 

— through a ticket and fine 

— that they need to slow 
down,” he said. 

He underscored that the 
money collected all goes 
into improving traffic safe¬ 
ty, which he said he happily 
supports. 

“If it’s a cash cow, it’s a 
cash cow that is paying to 
keep our kids safe through 
traffic safety initiatives,” he 
said. 

In addition to more tick¬ 
ets and more vans and other 
equipment, the city also 
spent $19 million paying a 
contractor for several years 
more than the original plan 
called for.

CELEBRATE A BIRTHDAY THAT 
TAKES EDMONTON BACK IN TIME

Hub Cigar and Newstand turns 
104 next week. The birthday is 
most impressive considering 
all ithas survived: Stricter 
smoking bylaws, the decline 
of print media, a fire that 
estranged it from its original 
building (10345 Whyte Ave.) 
and a three-month closure in 
2011 when the owners seemed 
ready to throw in the towel. 

It’s rare that a building, 
let alone a business, lasts a 
centuiy in Edmonton. Both 
Hub Cigar and Newstand and 
its 1910 birthplace have. Now, 
after nearly a decade apart, 
they’ve been reunited. 

For that you can thank 
Rachel Groner, who relent¬ 
lessly petitioned the building 
owner to lease the spacious 
room to Hub. With a design 
background, she decorated 
it with antique furniture and 
signage to appear like some¬ 
thing out of Fort Edmonton 
Park. 


It’s apparently quite convin¬ 
cing. “Even though eveiything 
looks different, people walk 
in and they feel like they’re 
back,” says Groner. Some have 
even commented that the 
walk-in cigar humidor smells 
like it did in their childhood, 
which is impossible. The humi¬ 
dor didn’t even exist then. 

Now Groner wants to 
recreate Hub’s long-gone mid- 
centuiy neon sign that was 
once a beacon on the avenue. 

Back then, Hub was a salon 
for lively discussions about 
world affairs, through civil 
rights movements, oil crises 
and recessions. During the ’60s 
and ’70s, it was one of the only 
places for gay magazines, for 
example. 

Alan Bleviss remembers 
those days fondly. He was 10 
when his father Joe, the third 
owner in its histoiy, put him 
to work. “People came from all 
over to buy their papers and 
magazines because they knew 
that if it existed, it existed at 
the Hub.” 

The senior Bleviss commis¬ 
sioned the sign in 1951. “It 


was iconic,” says Bleviss, now 
a renowned voice-over actor in 
Arizona. 

Hub delivers the same 
services today, even though 
news today reaches us faster 
and more pervasively, so by the 
time someone gets to Hub’s 
wall-to-wall newsstands they’re 
pretty well-informed. Yet they 
keep coming. Why? 


104 years old 


“People don’t realize how 
attached they are to the past, 
but when we see something 
old we’re in awe,” says Groner. 
“Just watch the people come 
in on a Saturday. Their facial 
expressions are so honest. 

You can see it if they used to 
come in with their father or 
grandfather.” 

Groner is an unlikely 
steward. She’s young, relatively 
new to Edmonton and admit¬ 


tedly neither an aficionado of 
magazines nor cigars. But she 
loves Hub for the same reasons 
the customers do: “Behind 
these buildings is a fantastic 
sensation that makes you feel 
human.” 

Today Hub is as much a 
museum as a business. That’s 
part of the reason for the neon 
sign replication, something 


her customers are not so much 
suggesting as demanding. 

But it comes at a high cost of 
$20,000. Hub has made the 
unusual decision to raise funds 
for it. Some will balk at a pri¬ 
vate business making a charity 
case, but if you love heritage 
it’s worth a few bucks in the 
fish tank on the antique desk. 

While you’re there, pick out 
a Cuban and celebrate Hub’s 
birthday.

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Province will have enough flu vaccine 
despite shortfall, says Alberta Health 


Alberta Health said it’s not ex¬ 
pecting a shortage of influenza 
vaccines come flu season after 
the country’s largest manu¬ 
facturer of the shot reported a 
shortfall of two million doses. 

On Thursday, drug manu¬ 
facturer GlaxoSmithKline Inc. 
(GSK) announced problems at 
its Ste. Foy, Que., plant will 
impact its 2014-2015 influ¬ 
enza vaccine supply by about 


one third. 

The company was slated 
to supply 53 per cent of the 
vaccine ordered by provinces, 
territorial and federal govern¬ 
ments. 

Despite the impending 
shortage from GSK, a spokes¬ 
person from Alberta Health 
said the province has ordered 
2.1 million units of the vaccine 
— enough to immunize 45 per 


cent of Albertans. 

“The federal government 
has already approached manu¬ 
facturers to provide additional 
doses,” said Tim Wilson of Al¬ 
berta Health in an email. “They 
have secured enough to fulfil 
98 per cent of the orders placed 
by provinces and territories.” 

The first shipment is ex¬ 
pected to arrive before flu sea¬ 
son starts. 


As the government works to 
secure enough vaccines for the 
country, a spokeswoman from 
GSK said the company had 
identified issues at their Que¬ 
bec plant earlier in the year. 

“We are continuing to inves¬ 
tigate the cause of this issue,” 
said Michelle Smolenaars Hunt¬ 
er in an email.

Edmonton doctor 
propped for World 
Vasectomy Day 


Snip-snip. Event aims 
to bring awareness to 
male birth control 


One Edmonton doctor is 
hoping to give as many men 
the “snip-snip” as possible in 
the name of family planning. 

Joining more than 250 
physicians from 30 different 
countries, Dr. Graham Lohlun 
has pledged to administer 
vasectomies around the clock 
Nov. 7 as part of World Vasec¬ 
tomy Day. 

The procedure, which can 
be done in an easy-breezy 15 
minutes, is one part of family 
planning that’s often over¬ 
looked, said Lohlun. 

“Men can have a more 
active part in birth control,” 
said Lohlun. “For years, it’s 


been (the role) of the woman 
to take the pill and what have 
you.” 

While Lohlun has pledged 
to complete upward of 15 
procedures in a 24-hour per¬ 
iod — he usually is able to do 
about seven a day — he hopes 
the day will bring more aware¬ 
ness to vasectomies as a less 
invasive alternative to female 
sterilization. 

“The main thing is, guys 
need to be more aware the ser¬ 
vice is available,” he said. 

When asked why he thinks 
men might avoid the proced¬ 
ure, Lohlun laughed and sug¬ 
gested men weren’t as tough 
as their female counterparts. 

“Guys are a little bit 
of wimps, right?” Lohlun 
laughed. “They don’t want to 
have pain and stuff.”

Canada leading push for 
‘flushable wipes standard 


GSK. Canada’s largest 
source will be unable 
to fill about 30% of its 
2014-15 commitment 


GSK, Canada’s largest flu vac¬ 
cine supplier, won’t be able 
to fill about 30 per cent of its 
Canadian order for the up¬ 
coming 2014-15 flu season, 
the company said Thursday. 

It also suggested the prob¬ 
lems at its production facility 
in Ste. Foy, Que., may have an 
impact on its ability to sup¬ 
ply vaccine to the U.S. market 
from that plant this season. 

GlaxoSmithKline, which 
now goes by the name GSK, 
said problems in this year’s 
production run have left it 
with a shortfall of about two 
million doses. The company 
was slated to provide nearly 
6.4 million doses, 53 per cent 
of Canada’s total purchase of 
about 12 million doses. 

The Public Health Agency 
of Canada said it has secured 
1.2 million additional doses of 
vaccine from other manufac¬ 
turers which have a portion 
of the countiy’s flu vaccine 
supply contract. Those com¬ 
panies are Sanofi Pasteur, 
Novartis and Medlmmune, 
which is owned by AstraZen¬ 
eca. 

The Public Health Agency’s 
statement, sent via email, sug¬ 
gested there may be delays in 
the deliveiy of the portion 
of the GSK contract that the 
company still believes it can 
fill. 

“A new deliveiy schedule 
for the flu vaccine from GSK 
is still being determined but it 


is expected that deliveries will 
start in the second or third 
week of October, long before 
flu immunization demand 
reaches its peak,” it said. 

GSK said in an email that 
the production problem was 
unrelated to the concerns 
raised earlier this year in in¬ 
spections by the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration and 
Health Canada. 

The two-million-dose 
shortfall represents just 
under 17 per cent of Canada’s 
total vaccine purchase for this 
year, the Canadian press

The FDA had issued a warning 
letter after it found a variety 
of problems in an inspection, 
stemming from bacterial 
contamination in the plant’s 
water supply. 

The company said it identi¬ 


fied irregular results in its rou¬ 
tine quality control monitor¬ 
ing on Aug. 14 and suspended 
production to investigate and 
tiy to fix the problem. Produc¬ 
tion was reinstated on Aug. 26 
but it will result in a deliveiy 
delay, the company said. 

It also said it had “an in¬ 
valid test result” on one com¬ 
ponent of the vaccine, which 
protects against three differ¬ 
ent strains of influenza. 


Canada is leading an inter¬ 
national work group to 
come up with an industry¬ 
wide standard for so-called 
flushable wipes as waste- 
water experts in North 
America and beyond blame 
the personal towelettes for a 
host of sewage system prob¬ 
lems. 

Barry Orr, a waste-water 
official in London, Ont., is 
among the Canadians lead¬ 
ing the Geneva-based Inter¬ 
national Standards Organ¬ 
ization’s efforts to develop 
the standard. 

Orr is currently de¬ 
veloping tests that will de¬ 
termine the flushability of 
a barrage of products on the 
market that declare them¬ 
selves sewer- and septic-safe. 

“Canada is at the fore¬ 
front in addressing the 
flushability of these prod¬ 
ucts,” Orr, who has been 
raising alarm bells about 
the products for years, said 
in a recent interview.

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Survivors’ blood may 
be key to developing 
new Ebola therapy 


Outbreak. Unproven 
therapy would use 
antibodies from 
survivors to combat 
the often-deadly virus 


As West Africa struggles to 
contain the biggest Ebola out¬ 
break ever, some experts say 
an unusual but simple treat¬ 
ment might help: the blood of 
survivors. 

The evidence is mixed for 
using infection-fighting anti¬ 
bodies from survivors’ blood 
for Ebola, but some say it’s 
worth a shot considering 
there are so few licensed or 
tested drugs. 


“This is something that’s 
fairly simple to do,” said Dr. 
Peter Piot, director of Lon¬ 
don’s School of Hygiene and 
Tropical Medicine and the co¬ 
discoverer of the Ebola virus. 

Using survivors’ blood is 
just one novel Ebola treatment 
under discussion at a two-day 
meeting that began Thursday 
in Geneva. More than 200 ex¬ 
perts were assembled by the 
World Health Organization to 
look at issues of safety and ef¬ 
fectiveness, while considering 
which treatments should be 
prioritized for testing. 

About a half-dozen medi¬ 
cations and vaccines are in 
development. None have been 
rigorously tested in humans, 
but testing of one vaccine

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Teens riot at Nashville juvenile jail 



String of incidents. Just 
two days after mass 
escape, violence breaks 
out at troubled facility 


At a detention centre in 
Nashville, Tenn., with a long 
histoiy of violence, escape 
attempts and sexual-abuse al¬ 
legations, more than two doz¬ 
en teens broke out of a com¬ 
mon area and created a large 
disturbance in the yard Wed¬ 
nesday night, roaming the 
area with sticks and spraying 
a fire extinguisher. 

Officials said two staff 
members suffered minor 
injuries at Woodland Hills 
Youth Development Center, 
where just two days earlier, 
32 teens escaped after find¬ 
ing a weak spot in the fence 
surrounding the yard. Six re¬ 
mained at large Thursday. 

On Wednesday night, 
about 28 teens — some of 
whom were part of the break¬ 
out — kicked out metal pan¬ 
els underneath the windows 
in a common area to reach 
the yard. This time, police 


formed a ring around the cen¬ 
tre’s perimeter fence to tiy to 
prevent another escape. 

Video shot by Nashville 
station WTVF showed teens 
chasing and assaulting a man 


who appeared to be a staff 
member. Photos in The Ten¬ 
nessean newspaper showed 
teens in the detention cen¬ 
tre yard carrying sticks. One 
showed someone spraying a 


fire extinguisher. 

Ten ringleaders were iden¬ 
tified and brought to another 
detention centre, Tennessee 
Department of Children’s 
Services spokesman Rob 


Johnson said. The rest were 
returned to their dorms. 

This week’s incidents 
are the latest in a string of 
troubles for the facility, where 
most of the 14- to 19-year-olds 


have committed at least three 
felonies. The centre saw a 
spike in assaults in 2012 after 
the state placed older teen¬ 
agers there from a shuttered 
facility in eastern Tennessee. 
Between July and September 
that year, police had to be 
called at least 47 times for 
assistance, which surpassed 
total police visits for the previ¬ 
ous two years combined. 

In 2010, the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Justice ranked Wood¬ 
land Hills as 13th in America 
among juvenile facilities with 
reports of sexual abuse by 
staffers. 

In a 2004 breakout at¬ 
tempt, more than a dozen 
teens armed with broom 
handles and hurling bricks 
injured 16 staffers before 
they were dispersed by police 
in riot gear. 

The Department of Chil¬ 
dren’s Services will review 
policy for all three of the 
state’s juvenile detention 
centres, Commissioner Jim 
Hemy said. It’s difficult for 
staff to maintain control 
when the teens can open 
doors to enter common areas, 
he said, the associated press

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Brazil’s successful breast milk banks 
a model for curbing infant mortality 



Free milk. Brazilian 
network transformed 
to meet the needs of 
a developing country 


Thirty years ago, poor Brazilian 
women were paid to give away 
their breast milk, leaving their 
children at risk of malnourish- 
ment. Equipment at the few 
milk-collection centres that 
existed was so costly it limited 
the country’s ability to expand 
the program’s reach. 

That has changed dramat¬ 
ically, thanks in part to Joao 
Aprigio Guerra de Almeida, a 
chemist who has turned the 
Brazilian Milk Bank Network 
into a model studied by other 
countries and credited with 
helping slash infant mortality 
by two-thirds. 

“Brazil is really the world 
leader in milk-bank develop¬ 
ment,” said Dr. Lisa Hammer, 
a University of Michigan pedia¬ 
trician who was part of a team 


visiting the Rio de Janeiro- 
based network last week. 

Relatively rare in much 
of the world, breast milk do¬ 
nation is common in Brazil, 
where the network of banks 
works in much the same way 
as blood banks — testing, 


sorting and storing milk used 
mostly to feed premature in¬ 
fants in neonatal units. 

When a mother is unable 
to breastfeed her baby, due to 
illness, drug addiction or other 
problems, the network also 
steps in to offer free milk. 


Reaching such success was 
not easy. Almeida recalled the 
trouble he saw on his first visit 
to a Rio milk bank in 1985, at 
the tail end of the country’s 
two-decade-long military dic¬ 
tatorship. The system relied 
on “donations” from destitute 


mothers who often sold so 
much breast milk they were 
left without enough for their 
own infants. 

Almeida lobbied for a ban 
on the sale of breast milk and 
sought alternatives to expen¬ 
sive imported equipment. 
High-end pasteurizing ma¬ 
chines that cost $25,000 were 
swapped for $1,500 Brazilian- 
made machines used in food¬ 
testing laboratories. 

“We found ways of adapt¬ 
ing the system to the reality 
of a developing country, with¬ 
out compromising the quality 
and safety of the milk,” said 
Almeida, 57. “We also shifted 
the focus from the child to the 
mother, making her into the 
protagonist.” 

Brazilian women increas¬ 
ingly are choosing to nurse, 
with the Health Ministry es¬ 
timating more than half of 
mothers now breastfeed ex¬ 
clusively for their children’s 
first six months of life. In the 
United States, that rate is 16.4 
per cent, according to the Cen-

Use of breast 
milk also allows mothers 
to avoid using potentially 
contaminated water when 
they prepare formula. Since 
1985, Brazil’s infant mortal¬ 
ity rate has plummeted 
from 63.2 per 1,000 births 
to 19.6 in 2013.

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Comedian 
Joan Rivers 
dead at 81 


Got her start at local 
clubs in New York. 

In 1965, she landed 
her big break on 
The Tonight Show 


Joan Rivers, the raucous, 
acid-tongued comedian who 
crashed the male-dominated 
realm of late-night talk shows 
and turned Hollywood red 
carpets into danger zones for 
badly dressed celebrities, died 
Thursday. She was 81. 

Rivers was hospitalized 
last week after she went into 
cardiac arrest at a Manhattan 
doctor’s office following a 
routine procedure. Daughter 
Melissa Rivers said she died at 
Mount Sinai Hospital in New 
York, surrounded by family 
and close friends. 

“My mother’s greatest joy 
in life was to make people 
laugh,” Melissa Rivers said. 
“Although that is difficult to 
do right now, I know her final 
wish would be that we return 
to laughing soon.” 


Rivers, who made “Can we 
talk?” a trademark of her rou¬ 
tines, never mellowed during 
her half-century-long career. 
She had insults ready for all 
races, genders and creeds. 
She moved from longtime 
targets such as the weight 
problems of Elizabeth Taylor, 
of whom she said “her favour¬ 
ite food is seconds,” to newer 
foes such as Miley Cyrus, and 
continued to appear on stage 
and on TV as an octogenarian. 

Comedy was not only her 
calling but her therapy, as she 
turned her life inside out for 
laughs, mocking eveiything 
from her proclaimed lack of 
sex appeal (“My best birth 
control now is just to leave 
the lights on”) to her own 
mortality. 

“I have never wanted to 
be a day less than I am,” she 
insisted in a 2013 interview 
with The Associated Press. 
“People say, ‘I wish I were 30 
again.’ Nahhh! I’m very happy 
HERE. It’s great. It gets bet¬ 
ter and better. And then, of 
course, we die,” she quipped.

Coffee plants 
mutated to have 
caffeine: Study 

Scientists have woken up and 
smelled the coffee — and 
analyzed its DNA. 

They found that what 
we love about coffee — the 
caffeine — is a genetic quirk, 
not related to the caffeine in 
chocolate or tea. 

“It’s an accident that has 


been frozen in place veiy 
likely by the influence of 
natural selection,” says Uni¬ 
versity of Buffalo evolution- 
aiy biologist Victor Albert. 

He and more than 60 other 
researchers from around the 
world mapped out the genetic 
instruction book of java. Their 
results were published Thurs¬ 
day in the journal Science. 

Albert says researchers 
discovered that caffeine de¬ 
veloped separately in coffee, 
tea and chocolate.

Father of Georgia toddler 
charged with murder 


Wedding bus swept away, 
bride and groom missing 



More than two months after 
his son’s death in a hot car, 
a Georgia man — who pros¬ 
ecutors say sat in his office 
exchanging nude photos 
with women while his son 
languished for hours — was 
charged with murder on 
Thursday. 

A Cobb County grand jury 
indicted Justin Ross Harris on 
multiple charges, including 
malice murder, felony mur¬ 
der and cruelty to children. 
The malice murder charge 
indicates that prosecutors 
intend to prove Harris inten¬ 
tionally left his son Cooper in 
the hot car to die. 

Harris will be arraigned in 
the next few weeks, and Cobb 
County District Attorney Vic 
Reynolds said he will decide 
before then whether to seek 
the death penalty. 

Harris has been in jail 
since his arrest the day his 
22-month-old son died. 

Harris has told police he 
was supposed to drive his 
son to daycare the morning 
of June 18 but drove to work 



without realizing that the 
child was strapped into a car 
seat in the back. 

Police have said the tod¬ 
dler was left in the vehicle for 
about seven hours. The med¬ 
ical examiner’s office has said 
the boy died of hyperthermia 
— essentially overheating — 
and has called his death a 
homicide. 

Prosecutors have ques¬ 
tioned Harris’ wife, Leanna, 
and she has hired a criminal 
defence attorney, but no char¬ 
ges have been filed against

Worst floods in 22 
years. Many Kashmir 
ceremonies postponed 
as heavy rains disrupt 
wedding season 


A bus carrying more than 50 
wedding guests was swept 
away Thursday by a flooded 
stream in the Indian-con- 
trolled portion of Kashmir 
and all but three of the pas¬ 
sengers were missing, of¬ 
ficials said. Police officer 
Rajesh Kumar said the three 
swam to safety and told res¬ 
cuers that about 50 others 
were trapped in the bus. 

Rescuers were searching 
for the bus but had not been 
able to locate it in the gush¬ 
ing waters. New landslides 
and heavy rains blocked ac¬ 
cess to the area, Kumar said. 

The Press Trust of India 
news agency said the bride 
and bridegroom were among 
the missing people who were 


returning home from a wed¬ 
ding ceremony in a village 
about 180 kilometres south¬ 
west of Srinagar. 

At least 18 people have 
died in the past two days, 


and authorities on Thursday 
closed schools and stopped 
train services in the Kashmir 
valley. Police officer Imtiyaz 
Hussain said the 18 victims 
were swept away by flood- 


waters or buried by mud. 

At least 100 villages across 
the Kashmir valley were 
flooded by overflowing lakes 
and rivers, officials said.

Japan’s first lady says she 
has such a busy schedule 
that sometimes it’s up to the 
prime minister to do the dish¬ 
es or take out the garbage. 

Despite her husband’s 
conservative image, she says, 
he does chores when he can. 
It’s the kind of flexibility 
that she says is needed for 
the advancement of Japanese 
women. 

Prime Minister Shinzo Abe 
is pushing companies and the 
government to hire and pro¬ 
mote women. He appointed 
five women to his 18-member 
cabinet on Wednesday.

His wife, Akie Abe, 52, said 
Thursday she is involved in a 
wide range of activities that 
keep her out all day, leav¬ 
ing her little time for house 
chores. 

Even though she openly 
refers to herself as a mem¬ 
ber of the “opposition in the 
household” on some issues 


her husband favours, such 
as nuclear energy, she is a 
big supporter of his policy 
of promoting women’s ad¬ 
vancement, which has been 
dubbed “womenomics.” 

Akie Abe says it’s im¬ 
portant that society allows 
women enough flexibility to 
work again after child-rearing 
or other life events that often 
interrupt their professional 
careers, she said. 

In Japan, even highly 
educated women are under¬ 
represented in senior-level 
positions in companies, 
government or universities. 
Women have long been dis¬ 
criminated against in salary 
and promotion in corpor¬ 
ate Japan, and have often 
faced obstacles to pursuing 
their career due to lack of 
help in childcare and helpful 
spouses.

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NATO urged to tackle ISIS threat 


Summit. Britain and 
the U.S. are counting 
on the alliance to step 
up against the al-Qaida 
splinter group wreaking 
havoc in the Middle East 


A meeting of NATO leaders 
convened in Britain Thursday 
facing no shortage of crises 
and a challenge from two of its 
dominant partners to confront 
a virulent new form of Islamic 
extremism in the Middle East. 

Both U.S. President Barack 
Obama and British Prime Min¬ 
ister David Cameron called on 
the 28-member militaiy alli¬ 
ance to deal with the emerging 
threat posed by the Islamic 
State in Iraq and Syria (ISIS), an 
al-Qaida splinter group. 

“We meet here at a solemn 
moment for our alliance and 
the security of our nations,” 
Cameron said at the open¬ 
ing of the summit, being held 
on a rolling golf resort in the 
seaside Welsh community of 
Newport. 

“We meet at a crucial time 
in the history of our alliance. 
The world faces many danger¬ 
ous and evolving threats and it 


is absolutely clear that NATO is 
as vital to our future as it has 
been in our past.” 

Even the brush-fire war 
in eastern Ukraine and a re¬ 
surgent Russia seemed to be 
eclipsed by the growing con¬ 
cern over ISIS, whose ranks of 
hardened fighters have been 
bolstered by hundreds of west¬ 
erners from Britain, Canada 
and the United States. 

The urgency is propelled by 
horrific Internet images of be¬ 
headed journalists and reports 
of atrocities in Syria and north¬ 
ern Iraq, as well as the fear that 
foreign fighters could return 
home to continue their war in 
the West. 

U.S. Secretaiy of State John 
Kerry convened a meeting of 
possible coalition partners, 
who could participate in an 
expanded bombing campaign 
and humanitarian relief. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper, who is also attending 
the summit, made it clear Wed¬ 
nesday, speaking to a British 
business audience, that Canada 
is prepared to do more as part 
of the international effort. 

The Canadian air force 
is currently using two cargo 
planes to fly arms and ammu¬ 
nition into Iraq.

Sides aim for truce in Ukraine 


Iraq. Kurds tell Baird 
they need heavy weapons 


Ukraine’s government and 
rebels voiced hope Thursday 
that they were within reach of 
a peace deal that could spell 
a quick end to bloodshed in 
eastern Ukraine, even as NATO 
leaders and Ukraine’s president 
agreed that Russia should be 
punished for its role in the in¬ 
surgency. 

Ukrainian President Petro 
Poroshenlco said he was ready 
to order a ceasefire in east¬ 
ern Ukraine if a deal is signed 
at scheduled talks Friday in 
Minsk, Belarus. The rebels said 
they were ready to declare a 
truce if an agreement can be 
reached on a political settle¬ 
ment for the mostly Russian- 
speaking region. 

Before flying to Wales for 
his meetings Thursday with 
NATO leaders, Poroshenlco dis¬ 
cussed the outlines of a peace 
deal with Russian President 
Vladimir Putin, and both 
voiced optimism about reach¬ 
ing agreement. 

Specifics of the hoped-for 
peace deal have yet to be final¬ 
ized. Putin has suggested that 
rebels halt their offensive while 
the Ukrainian government 
forces should pull back away 
from shelling residential areas. 


By the numbers 


The battles have taken a 
heavy toll on Ukraine’s army. 
National Security Council 
spokesman Col. Andriy 
Lysenko said 837 Ukrainian 
servicemen have been killed 
and 3,044 wounded since 
the fighting began. 


Poroshenlco, in turn, has 
called for the withdrawal of 
foreign troops, a diplomatic 
reference to Russian forces, as 
well as establishing a buffer 
zone on the border and releas¬ 
ing all Ukrainian prisoners held 
in Russia. 

Since mid-April, Moscow- 
backed separatists have been 
fighting government troops in 
eastern Ukraine in a conflict 
the UN estimates has killed 
nearly 2,600 people. On Thurs¬ 
day, a NATO militaiy officer 
told The Associated Press the 
ranks of Russian soldiers dir¬ 
ectly involved in the conflict 
have grown. 

Kremlin officials repeatedly 
have denied their troops or mil- 
itaiy assets are involved.

made an urgent plea Thursday 
for heavy weapomy to fight the 
rampaging terrorist insurgency. 

“We need more weapons.... 
It will be a long fight,” said 
Faud Hussein, chief of staff to 
the president of the Kurdish 
Regional government. 

But Baird politely deflected 
all talk of bolstering arms ship¬ 
ments to the Kurds, choosing 
instead to change the channel 
to his stated purpose for this 
trip — to encourage the de¬ 
velopment of a strong, new, in¬ 
clusive central government in

Chemical stock 


U.S. fears Syrian 
weapons will end 
up in wrong hands 

The United States is con¬ 
cerned that the Islamic State 
of Iraq and Syria (ISIS) and 
other terrorists could get a 
hold of chemical weapons if 
Syria is hiding any stock¬ 
piles, the U.S. ambassador 
to the United Nations said 
Thursday. 


Samantha Power spoke to 
reporters after the Security 
Council received a briefing 
from Sigrid Kaag, who heads 
the effort to rid Syria of its 
chemical weapons. 

The joint mission of the 
UN and the Organization for 
the Prohibition of Chemical 
Weapons will end at the end 
of the month after destroy¬ 
ing nearly all of Syria’s 
declared stockpile.

What will Canada become in 
the next 50 years? The New 
Canada Conference, held from 
Aug. 31 to Sept. 3, brought 
together delegates aged 19 to 
24 from across Canada to an¬ 
swer that question. 

One hundred delegates 
from across the country were 
chosen to attend the confer¬ 
ence in Charlottetown, as part 
of P.E.1.2014. 

During the event, delegates 
broke into eight concentra¬ 
tions, each discussing a critical 
area in Canada’s development 
over the next 50 years. At the 
end of the conference they 
gathered again and presented 
their ideas — all summarized 
in a conference Ideaboolc. 

“My eyes were opened to so 
many things I never thought 
of,” said Caitlin Taylor, a travel 
blogger with Saslcatchewan- 
derer, who collaborated as part 
of the Media and Technology 
group. “I learned so much and 
I want to share that.” 

Joseph Darcel, a sciences 
student at the University of 
Manitoba who worked in the 
Health and Wellness stream, 
called his peers at the confer¬ 
ence “a very accomplished 
group.” 

“(The conference) was a 



chance for me to interface 
with people who didn’t share 
my background,” said Darcel. 
“It provided a helpful and in¬ 
formative way to engage in that 
dialogue and learn about differ¬ 
ent ways of being Canadian.”

“In order for democracy

CRTC report 


Lesschannel-surfing, 
more TV-watching 

Canadians spent a little less 
time channel surfing last year 
but still watched more TV 
content overall when account¬ 
ing for streaming, suggests a 
report by the CRTC. 

The average Canadian 
aged two or older watched 
27.9 hours of TV a week in 
2013 — or about four hours 
nightly — which was down 


by about 20 minutes from 
2012, according to the 2014 
Communications Monitoring 
Report. The average adult 
streamed 1.9 hours of TV 
content in 2013, which was 
up about 45 per cent over the 
previous year. 

Over 40 per cent of Can¬ 
adians said they watched TV 
over the Internet in 2013. 

While many chose to cut 
the cord in 2013 and go with¬ 
out a TV subscription, they 
still made up a small minority.

Google Play apps 


Google to refund 
$igM for purchases 
made by children 

Google has agreed to pay full 
refunds totalling at least $19 
million to consumers who 
were charged for purchases 
that children made via apps 
without parental consent 
from the Google Play app 
store. 

The settlement is part 


of the third case by the Fed¬ 
eral Trade Commission (FTC) 
about unauthorized in-app 
purchases made by children. 

The FTC settled with Apple 
for $32.5 million in Januaiy 
and it has filed a complaint 
against Amazon. 

In Google’s case, the FTC 
said that since 2011, consum¬ 
ers have reported children

New book published. 

Valerie Trierweiler 
says Frangois Hollande, 
of the Socialist Party, 
‘doesn't like the poor' 


Ah, beware the writings of a 
betrayed woman. 

Valerie Trierweiler, France’s 
first lady until earlier this year, 
paints a harsh portrait of her 
former partner, the deeply 
unpopular President Francois 
Hollande, in her new book. 

Being described as a mean 
bar who perpetuates a “cycle 
of infidelity” and doesn’t like 
the poor surely can’t help the 
image of the Socialist leader. 

The couple broke up in 
Januaiy amid reports Hollande 
was having an affair with 
French actress Julie Gayet, 
which he did not deny. 

In her 320-page book pub¬ 
lished Thursday, titled Thank 
You for this Moment, Trier¬ 
weiler describes her relation¬ 
ship with Hollande in biting 
detail, from their first kiss to 
their breakup after the Gayet 
affair emerged. 

Hollande’s office declined 
to comment. 

According to Trierweiler, 
the relationship was born of 
infidelity and died from it. 

They almost tied the knot: 
Trierweiler wrote that he pro¬ 
posed in September 2012 and 
they planned a private wed¬ 
ding just before Christmas. 


Hypocritical? 


Somewhat unexpectedly for 
a politician who quipped 
about his dislike of the rich, 
Hollande “doesn’t like the 
poor,” writes Trierweiler. 


• Royal defended Hollande 
Thursday, telling BFM-TV 
that he was an ardent de¬ 
fender of the poor while he 
was a regional governor. 


With about a month to go, 
Hollande abruptly called off 
those plans, she wrote. 

“Julie Gayet was already 
in his life, but I didn’t know,” 
wrote Trierweiler, a longtime 
journalist with Paris Match 
magazine. 

When Trierweiler fell in 
love with Hollande, the moth¬ 
er of three was married, and 
he was the longtime partner 
of Segolene Royal, also a So¬ 
cialist politician, and father 
of their four children. Hol¬ 
lande and Royal split in 2007, 
two years after his affair with 
Trierweiler began. Trierweiler 
lamented that she has been 
seen by many as the destroy¬ 
er of the “mythic couple” of 
French politics. 

Trierweiler wrote that she 
discovered his tryst with Gayet 
just days before gossip maga¬ 
zine Closer published photos 
of him reportedly going to a 
secret rendezvous with the 
actress.

Police handcuffed several pro¬ 
testers in New York and Detroit 


on Thursday as they blocked 
traffic in the latest attempt 
to escalate their efforts to get 
McDonald’s, Burger King and 
other fast-food companies to 
pay their employees at least 
$15 US an hour. 

The protests, which are 
planned by labour organizers 
for about 150 cities nationwide 
throughout Thursday, are part 
of the “Fight for $15” cam¬ 
paign. Since the protests began 


in late 2012, organizers have 
switched up their tactics eveiy 
few months. 

Before Thursday’s protests, 
organizers said they planned to 
engage in nonviolent civil dis¬ 
obedience to draw more atten¬ 
tion to the cause. In the past, 
supporters have showed up at a 
McDonald’s shareholder meet¬ 
ing and held strikes. The idea 
of civil disobedience arose in 
July when 1,300 workers held 


a convention in Chicago. 

The movement, which is 
backed financially by the Ser¬ 
vice Employees International 
Union and others, has gained 
national attention at a time 
when the wage gap between 
the poor and the rich has be¬ 
come a hot political issue. 
Many fast-food workers do not 
make much more than the fed¬ 
eral minimum wage of $7.25 
an hour, the associated press 


Silicon Valley firms were pre¬ 
pared this week to quickly 
block video of an Islamic State 
of Iraq and Syria (ISIS) militant 
beheading an American jour¬ 
nalist, after a previous video 
by the same group showing 
the death of James Foley rico¬ 
cheted through social net¬ 
works in what was seen by 
some as a propaganda coup for 
the extremists. 

The video that spread Tues¬ 
day showing the beheading 
of American journalist Steven 
Sotloff was first uploaded onto 
a different website and quickly 
deleted when copied onto You¬ 
Tube, slowing the spread of 
posts linking to it, said a Sili¬ 
con Valley insider, speaking on 
condition of anonymity. 

Faceboolc, Twitter, YouTube 
and others all have policies 
banning service regarding im¬ 


ages of gratuitous violence or 
that incite hatred. But grisly 
images, once viral, are hard to 
restrain. 

When Tuesday’s beheading 
video of Sotloff was launched 
so soon after Foley’s death, 
“platforms were better pre¬ 
pared for it this time around,” 
the insider said.

Massive dino from 
Argentina should 
help reveal secrets of 
ancient behemoths 

Researchers studying the 
remainsof an enormous 
dinosaur — a creature that was 
biggerthan seven bullelephants 
— have given it an equally 


colossal name: Dreadnoughtus, 
or “fearing nothing.” 

Scientists hopeits unusually 
well-preserved bones will help 
reveal secrets about some of the 
largest animals ever to walk the 
Earth. Thefour-legged beast, 
with a long neck and powerful 
8.8-metre tail, stretched about 
25.9 metres long and weighed 
about 65 tonnes. That’s more 
than seven times the weight of 
even a plus-size male African 


elephant. 

Kenneth Lacovara of Drexel 
University in Philadelphia, who 
found the specimen in 
Argentina’s southern Patagonia 
in 2005, said he can't claim it is 
the most massive dinosaur 
known because the remains of 
comparably sized beasts are too 
fragmentary to allowa direct 
comparison. 

Butit'sthe heaviest land 
animal whose weight during life 


can be calculated directly with 
astandardtechniquethat 
analyzes bones of the upper 
limbs, he said. And its bones 
indicate it was still growing 
when it died. 

Among the questions it can 
help scientists investigate, said 
JeffWilson of the University of 
Michigan, is what kind of 
anatomicalfeatures were 
needed to let a dinosaur grow 
so huge, the associated press

Richard: Mark, I feel happy 
just knowing that I live in the 
same world as Bill Murray. 
I’ve never met him, but his 
veiy existence and the exist¬ 
ence of films like Meatballs, 
Ghostbusters, Lost in Trans¬ 
lation and any of his movies 
with Wes Anderson make my 
world a better place. 

If I had to choose one 
little-seen Murray movie to 
tout, it would be Where the 


Buffalo Roam — his take on 
the life of the high priest of 
Gonzo journalism, Hunter S. 
Thompson. It’s not a great 
film, but it’s worth it to hear 
Murray say the famous line, 
“I hate to advocate drugs or 
liquor, violence, insanity to 
anyone, but, in my case, it 
worked.” 

Mark: Richard, here’s my 
pick for a little-known film 
starring Murray: The Razor’s 
Edge. At the height of Mur¬ 
ray’s first round of fame, he 
managed to miscast himself 
in a Somerset Maugham cos¬ 
tume drama about a man’s 
search for spirituality. 

His acting style is com¬ 
pletely at odds with the rest 
of the material, as he’s play¬ 
ing the part as a louche 19th- 


centuiy wiseass. And you 
know what? I love it! 

Also from this time period, 
the mid-’80s, is the under¬ 
rated Scrooged, a great re¬ 
telling of A Christmas Carol. 
Traditionalists who fondly re¬ 
member Alistair Sims would 
be aghast, but Murray really 
knows how to shake off the 
cobwebs and make the movie 
funny and oddly touching. 

RC: Have you seen Murray 
in Hyde Park on Hudson? He 
plays Franklin D. Roosevelt 
and he gives the kind of ef¬ 
fortless performance that 
made me wonder what might 
have happened to his career 
if The Razor’s Edge hadn’t 
been such a flop, forcing him 
back into comedy. But he can 
switch back and forth easily. 


The same year he played 
an undertaker in Get Low, he 
also played an exaggerated 
version of himself as a man 
who plays at being a zombie 
during the apocalypse so he 
can continue playing golf 
unbothered by the undead in 
Zombieland. 

It’s a surreal cameo that, 
like most of Murray’s appear¬ 
ances, is worth the price of 
admission. 

MB: There may be bad mov¬ 
ies that Bill Murray is in but 
there are no bad Bill Murray 
movies. He consistently rises 
above the material. But when 
the script is top-notch, there 
is no beating him. 

I’m thinking here of 
Groundhog Day — one of the 
best and smartest comedies

In 1994, the movies belonged 
to Forrest Gump. It was the 
year’s highest-grossing film, 
narrowly besting The Lion 
King, and was at one point the 
fourth biggest moneymaker 
in film histoiy. It took home 
six of the 11 Oscars for which 
it was nominated, including 
best picture and best actor — 
Tom Hanks’ second consecu¬ 
tive win after Philadelphia. 
Its soundtrack, littered with 
recycled hits from the ’60s 
and ’70s, was a hit too, and the 
1986 source novel, by Winston 
Groom, became a bestseller. 

But 20 years is a long time, 
and one era’s monster hit is 
another’s “dated” (that awful 
word) embarrassment. Now 
that it’s being rereleased in 
theatres, in a probably un¬ 
necessary IMAX redo, here are 


a few ways to look at Gump 
two decades down the line. 

As the victim of a backlash 

Anything that has the cultural 
impact Forrest Gump did will 
attract a backlash. The one it 
got came harsh and fast. By the 
time the Oscars rolled around 
in March of 1995, there were 
two kinds of Americans: those 
who embraced Gump, with its 
idyllic view of America during 
troubled times, and those who 
were crazy for Pulp Fiction, 
the darker, more original bad 
boy movie of the year. Quentin 
Tarantino’s juggernaut wound 
up having a larger impact on 
movies and the Zeitgeist, cre¬ 
ating careers and wave upon 
wave of imitators. 

Gump is still beloved; 
14th place on the all-time list 
of popular movies by the In¬ 
ternet Movie Database users 
(ahead of One Flew Over the 
Cuckoo’s Nest, behind Incep¬ 
tion) is nothing to sneeze at. 


But ranking higher are two 
other 1994 titles: Pulp Fiction 
(No. 5) and The Shawshanlc Re¬ 
demption (No. 1). Gump was a 
critic’s hit upon release, too, 
but retrospective reviews have 
been less kind. Indeed, it’s be¬ 
come a critical punching bag 
among the cognoscenti — the 
film one holds up as the popu¬ 
list hit that quickly turned 
mouldy and insufferable. 

As a conservative beacon 

In Groom’s novel, Gump is a 
rougher character: He swears, 
he has sex and he even, brief¬ 
ly, becomes a folk singer along 
with BFF Jenny. Eric Roth’s 
screenplay sands Gump down; 
he becomes the embodiment 
of all that is decent about 
America, who chooses to fight 
for his country while Jenny 
embraces hedonistic hippie- 
dom and pays a price. The 
counterculture is depicted as 
evil; the SDS guy beats women 
and the Black Panthers are 


portrayed as scary black men. 
It’s easy to read Gump as por¬ 
traying that conservative can¬ 
ard about the failure of the 
hippies to impact the change 
they sought (though it skips 
the part where some of them 
turn into mega-capitalists 
in the ’80s). For the record, 
Gump’s producers claim it’s 
apolitical, while its reliably 
liberal star likely disagrees 
with this reading as well. 

As a bastardization 
of a novel 

There are a lot of changes 
from Groom’s novel, some 
already detailed. But the 
most dramatic is the physical 
change. In the book, Gump is 
six feet six inches 242 pounds; 
Groom imagined John Good¬ 
man for the role. Tom Hanks, 
meanwhile, is a lean six feet, 
and though his Gump plays 
football, just like his literaiy 
counterpart, it’s because he 
can run, not because he can 


sack players. The book Gump 
is also an idiot savant, not just 
an idiot, who can read books 
(if not remember them well) 
and who becomes a chess 
champion. Among the many 
other unfilmed misadventures 
he gets into — which would 
make for a no doubt crazier 
movie — are him going to 
space with an ape named Sue, 
his four year imprisonment by 
cannibals and him becoming a 
stunt man and a pro wrestler. 
Then again, 142 minutes is al¬ 
ready pretty long. 

As a pioneering technologic¬ 
al achievement 

It doesn’t always seem it, but 
Forrest Gump was a techno¬ 
logical miracle — the rare 
time when it was a drama, 
not a sci-fi or action film, with 
radical special effects. Its main 
achievement was seamlessly 
integrating modern actors 
into archival footage. Director 
Robert Zemeckis had previ¬ 



ously blended toons and live 
action in Who Framed Roger 
Rabbit. Here he had Tom 
Hanks mill about with John F. 
Kennedy, moon Lyndon John¬ 
son and set up John Lennon 
with quips on The Dick Cavett 
Show. 

It’s an incredible feat — 
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and also, in a sense, unnerv¬ 
ing. Hanks’ costar, Robin 
Wright, recently starred in 
The Congress, which satir¬ 
izes the technique of digitally 
messing with old likenesses. 
She plays a version of herself 
whose facial expressions and 
physical movements have 


been scanned into a comput¬ 
er, so that animators can cre¬ 
ate movies that only seem to 
star her, preserving her youth 
on screens while the real one 
ages and decays. Gump did a 
similar thing 20 years ago and 
in a way that seemed thrilling, 
not scaiy.

Last year, Soderbergh 
announced the end of 
his career as a feature 
film director.

Filmmakers in 
the TV game 


Steven Spielberg 

Widely considered to be 
one of the most iconic film¬ 
makers of his generation, 

Steven Spielberg actually got his 
start on the tube, and he hasn’t 
forgotten it. His first big success 
was the TV movie Duel, which 
first aired in 1971 and went on 
to a theatrical release in 1973. 

Despite his significant achieve¬ 
ments in cinema, the filmmaker has always remained active 
in the world of television, often as a director but namely as a 
producer. To name a few productions, Spielberg was behind 
the fantasy series Amazing Stories (from 1985), the sci-fi 
drama Terra Nova (2011) inspired by his blockbuster Jurassic 
Park, and the musical series Smash (2012).

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Michael Cera takes New York 



Say goodbye to Hollywood

No sleep till Brooklyn. 

Cera is wide-eyed with 
new projects since 
settling down in NYC 


Brooklyn is currently awash 
with facial hair, hipsters 
and tons of kale — and now 
100 per cent more Michael 
Cera. 

The 26-year-old star of 
Juno and Superbad has re¬ 
located to the New York 
borough after several years 
in which he would visit the 
city and then feel sad when 
it was time to go home to 
Los Angeles. 

“I was not really enjoy¬ 
ing living in L.A. Aside from 
all my friends out there, the 
city didn’t really fit me, I 
thought. And vice versa,” 
he says. “I always loved New 
York. I always wanted to live 
here since I was a kid.” 

The move makes sense. If 
you think about it, Cera has 
always seemed like more of 
a New Yorker — intellectual, 
arty, low-key, slyly cynical — 
than the plastic pretty boys 
over on the other coast. 

It also coincides with 
Cera exploring new artistic 
expressions — the release 
of an indie folk album and 
his Broadway debut, all this 
summer. “Yeah, it’s a few 
things happening at once,” 
he says, humbly and yet 
guarded. 

The play he’s chosen 
seems a comfortable fit with 
many of Cera’s previous film 
roles. It’s Kenneth Loner- 
gan’s This Is Our Youth, a 
portrait of adrift, privileged 
post-adolescents that co- 
stars Kieran Cullcin and Tavi 
Gevinson. 

Cera plays Warren, a 
nerdish rich kid who shows 
up at his friend Dennis’s 


Manhattan apartment in 
1982 with $15,000 he has 
stolen from his menacing 
father. They come up with a 
dangerous plan to not only 
return the money and avoid 
punishment, but also to 
party. 

The script calls Warren “a 
strange barking-dog of a kid 


with large tracts of thought¬ 
fulness in his personality” 
who is “just beginning to 
find beneath his natural ec¬ 
centricity a dogged self-pos¬ 
session.” In other words, not 
too much of a stretch. 

Cera says he had no res¬ 
ervations about his ability to 
work onstage. “I would have 


doubts if it were something 
different, something com¬ 
pletely outside of my wheel- 
house. Like a musical, or 
something. Or, I don’t know, 
Shakespeare.” 

The play over the years 
has featured such actors as 
Mark Ruffalo, Josh Hamilton, 
Matt Damon, Colin Hanks,

Chris Klein, Jake Gyllenhaal 
and Anna Paquin. Cera and 
Cullcin first performed the 
play in Australia in 2012 and 
added Gevinson and director 
Anna D. Shapiro for a pre- 
Broadway run at Chicago’s 
Steppenwolf Theatre Com¬ 
pany this summer. 

“It was definitely really 
scary the first few times at 
Steppenwolf,” he says. “But 
that kind of goes away. You 
get used to having an audi¬ 
ence, I think. Your body gets 
used to that in a weird way.” 

To find himself on Broad¬ 
way, Cera admits, is “pretty 
far-fetched,” especially in a 
play that centres on the dia¬ 
logue between disaffected, 
drug-addled young adults. 

“I think it’s fascinating 
that this has no bells and 
whistles, really,” he says. 
“The value of the experi¬ 
ence is this emotional arc 
and that, for a mainstream 
thing, I think that is signifi¬ 
cant.” 

Shapiro, a Tony Award- 
winner who directed Tracy 
Letts’ August: Osage County, 
calls Cera “really quite hon¬ 
estly one of the most natur¬ 
ally gifted theatre actors I’ve 
ever seen.” 

“I adore him. I can’t say 
enough about him. I’d work 
with him again in a heart¬ 
beat. I love what he brings. I 
love the way he behaves. He 
makes me laugh,” she adds. 
“I love the guy.” 

Cera has also revealed 
his inner songwriter, quietly 
releasing an 18-song album 


on his Bandcamp website 
on Aug. 8. It’s a collection of 
airy, follcy tracks, some just 
wordless fragments, some 
more fully fleshed out. 

“The music thing is not 
a particular ambition or 
something. It’s just some¬ 
thing I do at home,” he says. 
“I didn’t think that many 
people would find it or hear 
it because the Internet is 
such a sea, a blizzard of 
stuff.” 

The album, created using 
GarageBand software, is a part 
of technology that Cera can get 
behind. One he can’t is obvious 
whenever he gets on a subway 
in his new home: camera 
phones. He says a lot of folks 
secretly take his picture. 

“The world is just becom¬ 
ing this photo booth in a weird 
way,” he says. “The only way 
to get used to it is to come to 
terms with it. You can’t fight 
it.” 

Cera bemoans “the diluting 
of experiences” that happens 
with the endless snapping of 
photos. He says it’s depress¬ 
ing to go to a museum and see 
people go from artwork to art¬ 
work, snapping away at each. 
“You’re in front of it. Why are 
you already nostalgic about 
it?” he asks. 

Or people who insist on re¬ 
cording eveiything, including 
concerts. “When are you going 
to watch that? Sitting around 
at your home and feeling sad 
about your life?” he jokes. 

Hey, doesn’t he already 
sound like a New Yorker?

I felt a little strange, but I 
could hardly wait to see the 
square again.

When Attila and I turned 
the comer from Andrassy Av¬ 
enue onto Dozsa Way, at first 
I thought we’d come to the 
wrong square.

There were few other 
people in the square, surpris¬ 
ingly few, but they covered 
their open mouths when they 
saw what we saw and scram¬ 
bled away, as if the fallen 
god’s dark angels were still 
hovering, were about to take 
revenge. 

But Attila was fearless. He 


pulled me along like a dog to¬ 
ward the fallen father. 

A shot rang out, dinging 
something. I checked the win¬ 
dows all around the square, 
the trees, the moving shadows. 
A good breeze blew through 
the trees. Another shot pocked 
the pedestal. 

My brother’s tone sharp¬ 
ened. “Come!” he said. “Hurry.” 
He was several mngs up one of 
the rope ladders. “Come!” he 
barked again. 

I followed him. We scram¬ 
bled up the sagging ladders. 
Who could have invented such 
a thing? I banged my elbow 
on the stone, scraped the 
knuckles of my left hand. 

Attila was already on top. 
Several Russian soldiers came 
running toward their bronze 
leader from the other side. 

Attila helped me reach the 
top of the pedestal. “We have 
to get inside.” 

“Inside what?” 

“The boots. One each. 
There’s a ladder up the far side 
of that one. You take that. I can 
get up this chain.” 

“We’re going inside the 
boots?” 

Attila was hoisting himself 
up the chain, deftly coordinat¬ 
ing his hands and feet like a 
monkey. 

I began to clamber up the 
second ladder. “What are we 
doing?” I grunted. 

“We’ll be like Mother 
Goose. We’ll be the Brothers 
Goose.” 

Attila waited and watched 


me. Once I made it to the lip of 
the boot, I was surprised to see 
how cavernous it was inside, 
taller than I was. My brother 
gestured to me to raise the 
rope ladder — hoist it up with 
all my might — and let it fall 
inside the boot. I watched him 
do it first with his chain, then 
I did mine. The ladder was sur¬ 
prisingly bony and heavy. I stu¬ 
pidly avoided the ladder on the 
inside and instead slithered 
down into the boot, though I 
was not the best slitherer, and 
took quite a fall to the bottom, 
landing against my shoulder. 
I’d heard my brother sensibly 
drop feet first in his. 

What now? I was quaking, 
suddenly taken with a chill, 
my teeth chattering. I looked 
up into Stalin’s blue heaven. 
I was overcome with dread 
that we would soon become 
the Brothers Corpse, that it 
would have been a more glori¬ 
ous death to have been strung 
up in the Olctogon, that if we 
were to come out of this alive, 
my father would beat us, as he 
must. 

I wondered suddenly 
where Stalin’s bronze socks 
might have gotten to before I 
came to a conclusion I was not 
proud of: it was that Stalin had 
no actual feet, at least not this 
Stalin. 

The inside of the boot dark¬ 
ened for a moment, and I dis¬ 
tinctly remember thinking 
what a good idea clouds were, 
not to mention rain. I won¬ 
dered if clouds had been an 


aesthetic choice or a practical 
one. And what about rain? My 
brother always questioned 
whether things had been creat¬ 
ed or had evolved, but I didn’t 
care quite as much about that. 
For me, at the time, the dif¬ 
ference was only a matter of 
gradual development versus 
sudden appearance. Though 
I struggled with such gener¬ 
alities, I was less concerned 
about them then and more 
interested in the mere fact of 
them. What, I wondered, must 
it have been like to be the first 
person to experience rain? 
What are these7 There’s a heavenly 
river and it is breaking up. These 
are shattered shards of river. Bits of 
river. Bits of lake. Lake beads. River 
beads. What is going on? Am I go¬ 
ing to shrink or expand or drink or 
drown? 

A shot clanged against my 
boot or Attila’s. My teeth clat¬ 
tered like mad, like something 
loose inside me, a box of but¬ 
tons. 

Then just as suddenly a 
calm settled over me like a 
gossamer net. I recall with 
great clarity that veiy mo¬ 
ment inside the boot. Was 
this the end? Would they find 
us in these boots? Would At¬ 
tila jump out like the warrior 
rebel he was and take the bul¬ 
let he was bom to take? Would 
the Hungarians come to fin¬ 
ish Stalin and complete their 
triumph? Would the Russians 
come first and fill the boots 
with concrete instead, monu¬ 
ments to Stalin’s stalwartness?

If they found my brother and 
me, would they make ex¬ 
amples of us, chain us to the 
boots until the vultures came 
to peck out our eyes? Was 
there honor in that? And what 
was the protocol, the order, of 
killings? Soldiers first? Then 
civilians? Men first? Then the 
elderly? Then women? Finally 
children? And what was the 
cutoff mark? Was my brother 
still considered a child? 

The soldier of the Olctogon 
dangled before my eyes like a 
clear statement, and I knew 
that Attila and I would not 
die like legends but like jokes, 
the Brothers Grimm without a 
tale, our family shaking their 
heads, not allowing our names 
to be uttered again. 


I could not hear Attila in 
his boot. I wanted to call out 
to him but felt it best to stay 
quiet. I edged my way into the 
dark front of the boot, to where 
Stalin’s toes would have been, 
and then I heard Attila loudly 
whisper my name. I crawled 
out from the toe, and he was 
there at the top of my boot. He 
must have pulled himself up. 
“Let’s go, my tender love,” he 
said. “It’s all clear.” 

“How do you know?” 

“Look at me. I’m not being 
shot at.” He climbed down into 
my boot and hoisted me onto 
the rope ladder, urging me up 
before climbing out himself. 

We flew down Damjanich 
Street and almost ran into a 
tank clattering to the right of 
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us. I now saw that these beasts 
bruising around the streets 
were not meant to be stealthy 
or subtle. They were not even 
vehicles, more like instant 
buildings plopped down in the 
middle of the street, daring 
you to pass. 

A squad of young men and 
a single young woman, a bru¬ 
nette with a determined look 
on her pretty, red face, turned 
a comer and came toward us. 
They were chanting, “Szabad- 
sag! Szabadsag!” — Liberty! Lib¬ 
erty! — and waving a Hungar¬ 
ian flag with its familiar bars 
of red, white and green, but 
with the Communist insignia 
at its center cut out of it, leav¬ 
ing a hole. 

More shots were fired from 
somewhere, clipping the stone 
face of a building. The squad 
of young people scattered. My 
brother grabbed me by the 
shoulder and yanked me into a 
doorway guarded by two stone 
lions. They stood on their hind 
legs, holding up the entrance, 
seeming to hold up the whole 
building. Sometimes it was 
angels who watched over an 
entrance; sometimes shapely 
stone maidens. But these were 
lions. It must have been a veiy 
heavy building. Stone lions 
will do things for you that real 
ones won’t. 

We waited several min¬ 
utes, waited for quiet, before 
tiptoeing out. Attila and I 
veered swiftly to the left until 
we got out to Ralcoczi Street. 
I could not catch my breath 


— I didn’t even want to try. I 
could breathe later, I told my¬ 
self. I found myself hoping we 
might see our parents again, 
and Klari, and my friend Zoli, 
possibly. Up ahead, a man 
stood calmly outside the Ur¬ 
ania Movie Theater. He was 
dressed in a brown gabardine 
suit and wore a matching 
brown fedora. He was fighting 
a cigarette, turning away from 
the wind that brought us. The 
Urania was white and had 
Moorish windows. It always 
beckoned like a foreign land, 
like an exotic Arabian bazaar 
laden with wild and exquis¬ 
ite gifts, gifts with horns and 
warm gems. 

We caught up to the man 
just as he exhaled his first 
full puff of smoke, just as a 
shot sounded, taking off his 
hat. For a stark and childish 
moment, the Baby Diviner 
growing inside of me traced 
the path of the bullet through 
the man’s head as it knocked 
over everything in its path: his 
day, his night, his next puff of 
smoke, his dinner plate of veal 
paprikas, his smiling daughter 
holding up a glass to the fight 
to see if it was cracked, his 
wife entering the dining room 
with the wine, wiping a damp 
hand on her apron. 

The bullet might as well 
have struck us too, my broth¬ 
er and me. “Let’s go!” At¬ 
tila snapped. He pulled me 
straight through the doors of 
the Urania Theater, the white 
doors splattered now with 
blood.

Once in the theater, 
I will watch a movie, which is 
what we do in a theater. 

I could not draw a single 
satisfying breath. Tarzan 
fought a lion. Jane was pretty.

Jane loved Tarzan. Tarzan 
trumpeted through the jungle. 
Cheetah cringed. But where 
was Kaiser Laszlo? Where was 
the man in the brown hat?

Had the 
Russians expelled our parents? 
Did our parents think we were 
dead? 

“I’m going, ” I said, and got 
to my feet. Attila couldn’t take 
his eyes off the screen. “I’m go¬ 
ing,” I said again, and began 
to march to the front of the 
theater, where the fawn had 
disappeared. 

Attila slapped at the arm¬ 
rest but followed. I took a last 
look up at the sofitaiy couple 
in the box, but they had no 
interest in anyone else, in the 
world beyond their faces.

Hockey Canada doesn’t want to 
fall behind the rest of the sport 
in the analytics department. 

That much was clear with 
Wednesday’s hiring of Misha 
Donslcov as manager of hock¬ 


ey operations, analytics and 
video. Donslcov will be primar¬ 
ily tasked with video respon¬ 
sibilities, but Hockey Canada 
president and CEO Tom Ren- 
ney believes the former Ottawa 
67’s associate coach has more 
to offer. 

“I think there’s an oppor¬ 
tunity to tap into his know¬ 
ledge with respect to analytics 
and what might (be) best to 
measure, whether it’s on-ice 
performance, whether it’s how 
we put our camps together, 
whether it’s the numbers of

U.S. Oper . Men's 10th 
seed faces top-ranked 
Djokovic in semifinals 
after back-to-back 
five-set victories 


Kei Nishikori’s run to the 
semifinals of the U.S. Open 
was hailed back home as a 
“win for all of Japan”. 

Nishilcori became the first 
Japanese man to reach the 
U.S. Open semifinals in 96 
years by outlasting third-seed¬ 
ed Stan Wawrinlca of Switzer¬ 
land 3-6, 7-5, 7-6 (7), 6-7 (5), 6-4 
on Wednesday. 

Japanese tennis fans woke 
up at dawn to watch the quar¬ 
ter-final and were rewarded. 

“It was a spectacular win 
for all of Japan,” said office 
worker Torn Miura. “We 
haven’t had a lot of success in 
men’s tennis over the years.” 

The previous Japanese 
semifinalist at the U.S. Open 
was Ichiya Kumagae in 1918. 
No man from the countiy had 
made it to the final four at 
any major tournament since 
Jiri Satoh at Wimbledon in 
1933. 

“It’s really impressive,” 
Japan Tennis Association (JTA) 
director Masaru Uchiyama 
told Sports Hochi newspaper. 
“It was truly inspirational to 
watch as he came back after 
dropping the fourth set.” 

The 24-year-old Nishilcori, 
the first Japanese player to 
be ranked in the ATP’s top 10 
after climbing to No. 9 in May, 
faces No. 1 Novak Djokovic on

Federer

semifinals 

Roger Federer saved two 
match points while com¬ 
ing all the way back from 
a two-set deficit to beat 
Gael Monfils 4-6, 3-6, 6-4, 
7-5, 6-2 on Thursday night 
and reach the U.S. Open 
semifinals for the first 
time since 2011. 

Frustrated by Monfils’ 
unpredictable style, flum¬ 
moxed by the swirling 
wind and missing shots he 
normally makes, Federer 
twice was a single point 
from losing while down 5-4 
in the fourth set. 

Federer will take on 
Marin Cilic in the semi¬ 
finals. 

The 14th-seeded Cilic 
reached the second Grand 
Slam semifinal of his career, 
and first since 2010, by 
beating sixth-seeded Tomas 
Berdych 6-2, 64, 7-6 (4) 
earlier in the day.
